Mar k’s Rise

Revaluation

PARIS, March 17 (IHT).—The 
Italian lira plummeted to record- 
low levels today while the West 
German mark strengthened in 
chaotic trading conditions on 
Buropean currency exchanges. 

The action in each currency 
was stimulated by rumors—that 
ftalinn foreign exchange markets 
would egain be closed and that 
Germany would revalue the mark. 
The latter was strongly denied 
by Bonn officials. 

The West German Finance 
Ministry also denied a report 
that Bonn would shortly with- 
draw the mark from the jointly 
Doating group of European cur- 
rencies, known as the suake, and 
that the snake was about to break 
up. 

“I can deny that clearly, with 
all possible emphasis.” @ min 
istry spokesman said. Otmar 
Emmuinger, vice-president of Ger- 
many's central bank, the Bundes- 
bank, issued a similar dental. 

Other Currencies 

Other monetary victims of to- 
day’s hectic currency trading 
were the Belgian franc and the 
Danish krone. The national 
banks of both countries announc- 
ed they were raising their bank . 
rates in an effort to stop the 
drain on their currencies, The 
moves Would make it more at- 
tractive to keep investments in 
the two currencies through high- 
er interest rates, 

The plunge in the lira’s value 
occurred despite strong interven- 
tion by the Bank of Italy, using 
its’ $19 billion in recently ac- 
‘quired international . loans to 
bolster the national currency, 

Ttaly is believed to have al- 
ready spent about $650 million in 
defense of the lira, 

The lira’s value against the 
dolla: fell today to 880 from 942 
yesterday, a slump of over 4 per 
cent, causing the rumor of a 
renewed closure of Iialy’s foreign:

Sadat’s Latest Gamble 


President Sadat’s call for abrogation of the 
1971 Soviet-Egyptian “treaty of friendship 
and cooperation*—a treaty he had nego- 
i Hated—all but erases ἃ Soviet power position 
once thought to be a permanent fixture of 
the Mideast geopolitical scene. It 15 no less 
significant a turn for having been antic- 
Spated by many earlier Egyptian complaints 


_ about, excessive Soviet demands on Cairo’s

policy and pride. Mr, Sadat complained — 


anew on Sunday, for instance, that Moscow 
had withheld military spare parts, criticized 
his “open door” to Western investments, and 
demanded prompt repayment of old debts. 
Americans might have told the Kremlin how 
difficult it is for a great power to run ἃ 
smooth relationship with a nationalistic 
client. All the same, it is good to see Mos- 
cow in Cairo’s disfavor. The spectacle pro- 
vides some basis for a limited restoration of 
Western self-confidence. And it materially 
diminishes the prospects of Egyptian partic- 
‘pation in a new Arab-Israeli war. 
* OK ok 

Can Mr. Sadat hold Egypt to his chosen 
US.-orlented course? Some. other Egyptians 
feel that he risks too much by turning to 
Israel’s leading patron, leader of the capi- 
talist system to boot, for crucial help in re- 
gaining war-lost territory and in moderniz- 
ing his impoverished commiry. The anti~- 
Communist oit duchies of the Persian Gulf 
presumably urged Mr. Sadat to take this 
latest step, and perhaps helped make it 

. financially attractive to him. But he will 
still have to “produce” in both territorial and 
economic terms. 

He must “produce.” too, in arms, since he 
can expect little further help from Moscow 
in keeping his Soviet-supplied armed forces 
politically content and militarily ready. Here 
the U.S. attitude will be decisive, for Mr. 
Sadat hopes to start acquiring U.S.-made 
military equipment—six C-130 transports, 
first of all—to replace the flow cut off by 
Moscow. It now seems that he will get the 


C-130s, though it will be by a maneuver 


which makes the US. Congress look some- 
what foolish. The administration, trying to 


play it above-board and confer extra status 
on the deal, had suggested that the trans- 
action be made in an official government 
channel subject to congressional approval. 
But the Congress, unwilling to stand up for 
arms for Egypt in an election year, asked 
that the sale be routed through an unsuper- 
vised commercial charmel, Those who indi- 
cated this detour are among the very legis- 
lators sponsoring ὃ pending bill requiring 
commercial sales to be screened on Capitol 
ul : 

The Israelis are torn between a desire to 
wean Cairo trom Moscow and a fear that 
ἃ weaned Cairo will weaken Israel’s hold on 
U.S. strategic patronage. They heve appar- 
ently persuaded the administration to sell 
only the six planes this year. Whether Is-. 
rael{ Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin could 
survive @ fully. opened arms pipeline is ap- 
parently problematical. But a military- 
supply relationship .is necessarily a long- 
term one. Mr. Sadat’s claims on U.S. under- 
standing are fair and sure to persist.

The key question about Cairo's turn from 

Moscow, however, is whether {t will facilitate 


. movement toward an Arab-Israeli, or at least 


an Egyptian-Israell, settlement. We note 
that-even as Mr. Sadat reiterated on Sunday

Movie Director Luchino Visconti, 69

opera. 

He introduced Arthur Miller, 
Jean-Paul Sartre and Tennessee 
Wiliams to Italian audiences, for 
example, and staged many operas 
for Marla Callas. 

Mr, Visconti's first film appear- 
ed in 1942, but not until 1961 
did he achievé the international 
Success and admiration that he 
enjoyed in his later years, as each 
new film was bestowed with 
honors from-various film festivals. 

Along with Federico Fellini, Vit- 
torio de Sica, Michelangelo An- 
tonioni and Roberto Rossellini, 
Mr. Viscomti was a founder of 
the influential school of postwar 
filmmakers known as the “neo- 
realists.” The term, an amor- 
phous one, refers to those direc- 
tors turning away from the stu-
